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LAYERS  AND  EGG  PRODUCTION: 

Egg  production  in  the  year  ending  November  30,  1977  totaled  64.5  billion  eggs, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  1977  production  was  virtually  unchanged 
from  a  year  ago. 

Layer  numbers  during  1977  averaged  274.6  million  compared  with  274.1  during  1976. 
The  annual  average  production  per  layer  on  hand  in  1977  was  235  eggs,  the  same  as  in 
1976. 

Potential  layers  (hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age  plus  pullets  3  months  and  older 
not  of  laying  age)  on  hand  December  1,  1977  totaled  334  million,  up  2  percent  from 
the  327  million  on  December  1,  1976.  Of  the  334  million  birds,  86  percent  were  of 
laying  age  and  the  remaining  14  percent  were  pullets  3  months  and  older  not  of  laying 
age.
